RULES AND ORDERS 


FOR CONDUCTING BUSINESS IN THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, OF THE 


ARTICLE [.—OF THE HOUSE. 


Sec. 1. Any ten members, (including the Speaker, if there be one) shall 
be a sufficient number to call a House, send for and compel the attendance of 
absent members, and make an order for their censure or fine; and a majority 
of all the members elected shall constitute a quorum to do business, but the 
Speaker and any five members, shall be a sufficient number to adjourn. l 

Sec. 2, No member shall absent himself from the service of the House, un- 
less he have leave or be sick, and unable to attend. 

Sec. 3. Upon a call of the House, the names of the members shall be called 
yet alphabetically, and the absentees noted; after which the names of the 
jabsentees shall again be called over, and those who do not appear, may be 
‘sent for and taken into custody, wherever to be found by the Sergeant at Arms 
for special messenger to be appointed. 

Sec. 4. When a member shall be discharged from custody and admitted to 
his seat, the House shall determine whether such discharge shall be with or 
prithout fees; and in like manner, whether a delinquent member taken into 


custody by a special messenger, shall or shall! not be liable te defray the ex-

It shall be the duty of the engrossing and enrolling clerks, respec 
tively, seasonably to engross, or enroll, (as the case may be) ina fair round 
hand, all bills, resolutions, and acts of the House, or of both Houses, delivered 
to them for that purpose; and from time to time execute the commands of the 
House, or such committee as may be appointed on engrossed or enrolleif 
bills.

It. shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to attend the sittings of the 
House; he shall have the custody and care of the hall and furniture `of the 
House during the session, subject to the order of the Speaker; shall furnish 
water for the use of the members;‘snall make and keep on fires when require 
and superintend the purchase of fuel and necessary utensils; shall permit 0° 
person to come or remain within the bar, only such as are admitted by the rules 
and orders‘of the House; he shall announce all messages and communications> 
from the Governor or Senate, and admit the bearear within the bar; he shall 
from time to time execute the commands of the Speaker in relation to his du 
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ties, and to the arrangement and regulation of the hall and shall obey such 
other orders as may be made by the House. - be 

| Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at Arms to attend the House

Sec. 5. Upon the second reading of a bill, the Speaker shall state that it 
is ready-for commitment or engrossment; and if committed, then the question 
shall be whether to a select or standing committee, or a committee of the 
whole house; if to a committee of the whole house, it shall be committed ge- 
nerally, and taken up in order; and every bill of more than one page of 
manuscript shall be printed as matter of course, unless otherwise ordered by. 
the house—bills reported by the Revisors excepted, buf if it be ordered to be 
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engrossed, the house shall appoint on what day it shall be read a third 
time. i 
Sec. 6. All bills ordered to be engrossed, shall be executed in a fair round 
hand. 

Sec. 7. Any bill. or other matter, may be recommitied at any time before 
its passage. ! 

Sec. 8. When a bill or joint resolution passes, it-shall be certified by the 
Clerk; noting the day ofits passage at the foot thereof. 

Sec. 9. Petitions, memorials, and other papers, addressed to the General 
Assembly, or the Houge, shall be presented by the Speaker, or by a member 
in his place; a B e emcut of the contents thereof shall be verbally made 
by the introducer, and shall be read by the Clerk, unless the. reading be 
dispensed with. - 

Src. 10. Ifa motion be made to refer a petition, memorial, or paper, to a 
standing commitice, it shall be so ordered by the Speaker, without a question, 
unless such reference be objected to. . 


ARTICLE VI—-OF THE ORDER OF THE BUSINESS OF THE

Sec. 3. The Speaker shall on each day announce to the House the business 
in order, agreeably to the preceding rule; and no business shall be taken up or 
considered until the class to which it belongs shall be declared to be in order;

House, but may be withdrawn at any time before a decision or amend- 


ment. 
Sec. 5. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker or any mem- 


ber desire it. Š . l 

Sec: 6. No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under color of 
amendment, as a substitute for the motion or proposition under debate. 

Sec. 7. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received, but 
to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to postpone indefinite- 
ly, to postpone to a day within the session, to commit or amend. 

Sec. 8. 4 motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless a member is 
speaking, and be decided without debate, and no member shall leave his seat 
until the result is declared. 

Sec. 9. The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the main question 
be now put?” It shall only be admitted when demanded by two-thirds of the 
members present, and until it is decided, shall preclude all amendment and 
further debate, and shall be decided without debate.

Sec. 14. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave of the House, nor more than once, until every member chosin 
to speak shall have spoken. | 

Sec. 15. No member shall name another member in debate. 

Sec. 16. If any member in speaking or otherwise, shall transgress the rules 
of the House, the Speaker shall, and any member may, call to order: in which 
case, the member so called to order, shall immediately sit down, unless, per- ` 
mitted to explain, and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case, but 
without debate. If there be no appeal, the decision of the chair shall be sub- 
mitted to. If the decision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall 
be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case require it, he shall be liable 
to the censure of the House. 

Sec. 17. All questions shall be propounded in the order iu which they were 
moved, except privileged questions, and in filling up blanks, the largest sum 
and longest time shall be first put., 

Sec. 18, Whilst the Speaker is putting any question, or addressing the 
House, none shall walk out or across the house, nor in such case, or when a 
member is speaking, or the journals reading, shall entertain private discourse, 
nor whilst a member is speaking, shall pass between him and the chair. 

Sec. 19. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit:—‘4s many 
ag are of opinion that {as the case may be) say aye,” and after the affirmative 
voice is expressed, “as many as are of the contrary opinion say no.” If the 
Speaker doubts, or a division is called-for, the house shall divide; those in the 
affirmative of the question shall first rise from their seats, and afterwards those 
in the negative; ifthe Speaker still doubts, or a count be required, the Speaker

Whenever confidential communications are received from the 
Governor or Senate, the house shall be cleared of all persons except the mem- 
bers, clerk, sergeant at arms, and doorkeeper, and so continued during the 
reading of sach communications, and unless otherwise decided by the house, 
during all debates and proceedings to be had thereon; and when the Speaker, 
or any other member, shall inform the house that he has a communication to 
make which he conceives ought to be kept secret, the house shall in like manner 
be cleared till the communication be made, and the house shall determine 
whether tke matter communicated required secrecy or not, and take order 
accordingly.

Of the State of Missouri: 

Gentlemen: 

In compliance with the resolution of the House of Representatives of 
22d, ultimo, requesting the Governor io communicate to the House all infor- 
mation in his possession in relation to the recent difficulties between the peo- 
ple called Mormons and a portion of the people of chis State, copies of all 
orders issued by the executive calling into service; Volunteers and militia; and 
for the Government thereof; and for the conduct of the military operations, 
with copies of all correspondence in relation to said difficulties and the raili- 
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tary operations authorised by the Governor; I have now the;honor herewith 
to transmit the information required including Maj. Genl. clark’s reports 
anda portion of the testimony taken upon the examination of the Mormon - 
prisoners before the hon. Austin A. King Judge of the fifth judicial circuit; 
at Richmond in Ray county. It will be seen from the report of Genk clark 
that he has made arrangements to preserve the residue of the testimony, which 
when received will be transmitted to the House. 

As formidable as the insurgents were represented; as they are now known 
to have been; still the number of troops ordered in this service may appear 
large. In detatching so many the executive it appeared to me every way 
best to send such a force as would use them into submission; a smaller number 
could undoubtedly have conquered and subdued the disaffected in combat, but, 
many valuable lives would have been lost; and I did not consider that I should. 
truly reflect the wishes and opinions of the people had [stopped to weigh 
the expenditure of a few thousand against the best bleod of the land. Ire- 
‘ceived information of the partial interruption of the peace in Dewit carroll 
county, whilst absent from the Seat of Government but took no order on the 
subject, knowing that the officer in command of the militia of that division was 
jully authorised under the law and had ample force, to preserve the peace. It 
will be seen from the report of Maj. Gen. Atchison that measures were prompt- 
ly adopted by him to meet the emergency. 

Immediately upon receiving intelligence of the last Mormon outrage, Gen- 
Atchison’ and Lucas, repaired to the scence of difficulties-with a considerable 
force. Although this movement was not directed by the executive, and was 
unknown to him, it was jnstified by the circumstances, and meets his fullest _ 
approbation much injustice, I have reason to believe has been done to: 
this part of the command by the public press, which it is hoped a thorough in- 
vestigation will make manifest to the world. 

—The conduct of Maj. Gen. Clark has ‘fully justified tre high expectations 
entertaind of him by the executive, when he was assigned to the delicate 
and important command. 

Among the papers submitted Iam happy to lay before the House a volun- 
tary tribute from the principal “men amongst the Mormons, to the humanity 
and kindness with which he executed this disagreeable duty and to the good 
conduct of las troops. 

The information herewith transmitted under the call of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, supercede the necessity of a special communication to both Houses 
of the Legislature, which it was my intention to have made as announced, 
in my message at the opening of the session, and will it is hoped be taken as 
a redemption of that pledze. Tne undersigned therefore respectfully requests 
that the Louse of Representatives at such time as they may deem convenient 
and proper, will cause the communication and the document submitted to be 
laid before the Senate for the consideration of that body. i

Your committee to whom was referred that portion of the Governor’s mes- 
sage that relates to the State bank have instructed me to make the following- 
report: 

Ist. Change the five and half per cent. State 5onds remaining unsold which 
—amount to four hundred and one thousand eight hundred and fifty-six and 18- 
000th, dollars to six per cent. and to authorise the mother bank to make the 
principal and interest payable in the City of London, or elsewhere in Sterling. 
currency, frances or guilders. 

Your committee confidently belicve that with the alteration above suggested 
there could be an immediate and speedy sale of these bonds effected at an en- 
hanced price beyond what they will now command in their present shape, 
perhaps from five to seven per cent. more. If six per cent. which is believed 
to be a fair estimate, the State would clear thirty-eight thousand two hundred 
and seventy-one and 37-000th dollars upon the outstanding unsold bonds a- 
mounting to six hundred and thirty-seven thousand eight hundred fifty-six and > 
18-000 dollars; add to the above sum the difference of exchange between the 
United States and London as an additional amount of proffit which is about 
nine and a half per cent. the present rate would give the State the use of one 
hundred and eight thousand and eighty-six and 34-000 dollars on one million 
one hundred and thirty-seven thousand eight hundred and fifty-six and 18-000 
dollars the amount of bonds remaining unsold including five hundred thousand 
dollars of bonds to be issued on the establishment of a second branch at this 
session of the General Assembly, from our rapid increase of population and 
consequent increase of exports it is not doubted when the bouds arc at ma- 
turity the exchange will be in favor of the United States instead of being 
against them as at present; consequently the State would reap the addition- 
al proffit, of so much of the alteration of the exchange in favor of the United 
States as may exist at the time of paying them in London thereby realizing a 
profit, both in the sale and payment of the bonds. 

2nd, To guarantee the payment of the bonds anthorised to be issued by the 
thirty-seventh section of the charter your committee are. satisfied that efforts 
have been made repeatedly by the bank, to procure one million of dollars on 
account of the trust fund as is provided in the above section, which have all 
proved ineffectual for want of a State guarantee, but which it is believed can be 
procured by the guarantee above suggested which would at once do much in’pro- 
moting the interest of that most useful of our population the agricultural class 
of our state.

It is believed that this amendment would in- 
crease the chancers of selling.the private stock, authorised to be sold as it will 
create a sinking or contingent fund sufficient to cover all bad debts that the 
bank may make and enable her at the expiration of the charter to return 
the entire capital unimpaired both to the private stockholders and the 
State.

ent Warden &c. have discharged the duty assigned them as far-as the limited 
time, allowed them; at this late period of the session would permit, and sub- 
mit the following as the result of their enquiries. A 

Of the six thousand dollars appropriated by the last legislature, it appears 
that the sum of 5083, 11 cts. was drawn by the former Warden. This it ap- 
pears, was paid out for salariesof Warden and guards, lumber, provisions, cart, 
oxen, horse‘and other articles necessary for carrying on the institution, the re- 
ceipts for articles sold during the administration of the last Warden, from the Ist, 
November 1836, to the lOth Aprii 1839, at which time he resigned were 4, 
988, 90 this amount appears to have been paid out by the late Wardén, making 
the total amount, of expenditures in money paid out 10,072,22 to which is to 
be added $200, outstanding debts, against the institution, making an aggre- 
gate of expenditures by the late Warden, as established by his receipts of 
$10272, 22 against this, the present Warden shews for improvements made in 
building shops, guard houses, digging well, and other improvements, in raw 
materials far manufacture blankets clothing, tools, &c. the sum of $1153, 52 
to which is to be added amounts of accounts left with the present Warden 
1,142 00 making the sum of $12,175 52 from which take amount of expendi- 
tures 10,272 22 leaves a balance of 1903 50 in favor of the institution; this is 
the statement of the receipts and expenditures as shown by the report of the 
late Warden but it appears there is an ascertained and estimated balance of at 
least $4,000 against the institution not accounted for by the late Warden, from 
this amount take the balance, which the Warden shews in his favor, of $1903, 
50 and it will show an estimated balance unaccounted for by the late Warden, 
of 2096, 70 of this sum $30,20 99 and actually ascertained Lo be outstanding 
against the institution, this balance has been ascertained and not the claims 
registered in a book as they had been presented by Mr. Fulkerson, new in the 
employ of the institution it will be’scen from this that there is an ascertained 
ibalance unaccounted for by the late Warden of 924, 29 and an estimated bal-

ance of $11,72 41 which together makes the balance unaccounted for 2076, 
_ 78as-before stated, this estimated balance is made upon the statement: of the 
present Warden, and Mr. Fulkerson who has been for a long time in the employ 
of the institution and they believe from their knowledge of facts that the 
amount will exceed rather than fall below the above estimated balance, it ap- 
pears also from the report of the late Warden that he had on hand onthe Ist 
November 1837, in the tools, clothing, manufactured articles, raw matertals, pro- 
visions &c., valued at 4904, 85 and by the inventory of property delivered to 
the present Warden on the 10th April 1833 of the same or similar articles jt 
amounted to only the sum of $1626, 41 showing a falling off in the value of 
roperty on hand belonging to the institution in the space of but five months of 
3278, 43 although this amount ‘cannot be properly set down as a-debt due the 
State yet it shows that the property was either valued very high in the hands of 
“the former Warden and for which he was credited, or that it was valued very low 
to the present Warden; of the accounts in favor of the institution, delivered to 
the present Warden and now in his possession, it is believed that a very small 
amount can be collected or rendered evailable so that it will require an ap- 
propriation of nearly if not quite $4,000 to meet the debts contracted by the 
former Warden. 
The ac’ts. of receipts and expenditures of the present Warden, appears to be as 
- follows: up fo ist November last, cash received upon appropriation $916, 68 
cash received from sales for articles, $1618, 29 making total cash received 
253,497, which amout apears to have been all paid out for provisions, raw ma- 
terials &&c. There appears to be debts out standing against the institution to the 
amount of 4810, 26 to meet this amonnt there is due the institution for articles 
sold &c. 569,241 which if it can be collected or rendered available will pay 
the debts against the concern and leave a balance of 882,15 cts. in its favor, 
- įt is also shown by the inventories of the property belonging to the Penitentiary 
taken on the 10th April last, when the incumbent took possession and Ist 
November, wher he made his report to the Legislature, that there has been 
a gain to the institution of 2676,42in property, your committee would recom- 
mend in conclusion the adoption of the fellowing resolution: :
